On 07 November 2006, the Office mailed Decision On Petition Under 37 CFR 1.181, 
dismissing applicant's petition. 

On 22 November 2006, applicant filed this renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.181. 



The showing required to establish nonreceipt of an Office communication is set forth in 
the notice entitled Withdrawing the Holding of Abandonment When Office Actions Are Not 
Received, 1 156 O.G. 53 (Nov. 16, 1993). The showing must include: (1) a statement by the 
practitioner that the Office action was not received by the practitioner; (2) a statement attesting 
that a search of the file jacket and docket records indicates that the Office action was not 
received; and (3) a copy of the docket record where the non-received Office action would have 
been entered had it been received (the docket record must also be referenced in practitioner's 
statement). 

Items (1) and (2) were previously satisfied. 

Item (3) has now been satisfied. Applicant has provided a copy of the docket record 
where the non-received Office action would have been entered had it been received and the 
docket record is referenced in practitioner's statement. Additionally, applicant has provided an 
explanation of the indications in the docket record.
